Fletcher, and scon thereafter moved £to 
the two story frame, gambrel 
roofed 


house situated ou tbe northwest comer of 
Pleasant and Court streets, which resi- 
dence was burned in tbe great fire of 
1812, Webster losing several thousand 
dollars worth of property in that memor- 
able conflagration, which greatly reduced 
him. lie then took possession of tke 
house on High street, just north of the 
Ladi mansion, and residttd there nntil his 
removal to Boston in 1816. 
His last visic 


to Portsmouth was an May 14, 1844, in 
which year be was a disappointed as- 
pirant to tbe presidency, being defeated 
by Clav. 
On this occasion he was given 


a brilliant public reception. 
He died at 


Ins country seat in Manhfield, Mass., 
Oet 24, 1852.
